1 (Currenily Amended) A computer implemented meibod for 
allowing a user lo visualize differing types of window coverings within a room 
selling, the method comprismg the sicp^ of : 

providing a room setting user interface comprising a plurality 
of available room settings; 

ob;siining -a sclcclcd ruom :>ciung from ihc u;»cr via ihc roum 
setting user interface wherein ihe selected room setrina provides a user 
visualization and comemplatjon of different types of wmdow covefinps ; 

providing a touch screen product user interface comprising 
a plurality of available products; 

obiammg a selected product from the user via the product user 
interface; providmg a color user interface comprising a plurality of 
available colors for the selected product; 

obtaining a selected color from the user viu the uolor user interface 
wherein the plurality of colors includes variations of the selected 
color; and displaying a visualization of the selected product m the 
selected color in the selected room setting. 
2. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein the color user 
interface composes a color wheel displaying the selected color and a plurality 
of colors related to the selected color. 

3 (Original) The method of Claim 2, wherein the color user 
interface composes color variation strips based on colors displayed in the color 
wheel. 
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4. (Original) The meihud of Claim 2, wherein the color user 
mxertacc highhghis colors ihar have maiching producis. 

5. (Original) The method of Claim I. wherein the selected room 
setting is a pre-stored glamour photograph. 

0. (Original) The method of Claim I. whcrcm the selected room 
sening is a photograph of the user's room setting. 

7 (Ongmal) The method of Claim 6, wherein the user indicates a 
window location in the phorogrdph using a pointing device. 

S (Original) The method of Claim 6, wherein the user indicates a 
plurality of window locmions in the photograph using a pointing device. 

9. (Original) The method of Claim 8, wherein the displaying the 
viSu2tli^4tion of the selected product in the selected color in the selected room 
setting comprises displaying ditTerent selected products m different window 
locations. 

10. (Original) The method of Claim 8, wherein the displaymg the 
visualization of the selected product in the selected color in the selected room 
semng comprises displaying different colors of the :>c)et;ted products in different 
window locations. 

11. (Original) The method of Claim 6. wherein the photograph of the 
usei'^s room setting is a digital photograph. 

12. (Original) The method of Claim 1 1 , wbetem the digital photograph is 
stored on a digital camera and accessed from the digital camera- 

13. (Original) The method of Claim 1 1, wherem the digital photograph 
is stored on a disk accessible by the computer on which the method is 
implemented. 

14- (Original) The method of Claim I , wherwn a touch screen is used to 
obtain user input 

15. (Original) The method of Claim I, wherein the method is 
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implemented on a ponable compuier, 

16. (Original) The lueihod of Claim 15, vvherein tbe portable computer is a 
laptop computer. 

17. (Original) Tbe method of Claim I, wherein the selected product is 
translucent 

18. (Original) The method of Claim 17, wherein a level of transparency 
is adjustable by ihe user. 

19. (Origmal) The method of Claim I, wherem the computer 
unplemenied method implemented on a server that can be remotely accessed 
by the user over a neiwork- 

20. (Previously Amended) The method of Claim 19, wherein the 
network is the Internet. 

21. (Original) The method of Claim I . further comprising ordering the 
selected product in the selected color. 

22. (Currently Amended) A computer implemented method for 
allow mg a user to visuali2e diflering types of a home decor product within a 
room setting, tbe method comprising the steps of: 

provxdmg a room setting user mterface comprising a pluraUty of 
available room settings; 

obiiiining u selected room setting from the user via the roum 
sening user mterface wherein the selected room comprises pre-set 
examples of the room and user input of actual room wherein the user 
m;iv select window coverings for a plurality o f selected rooms; 

providing a user friendly touch screen home decor product 
user mterface composing a plurality of available home decor 
products; 

obtaining a selected home decor product from the user via the 
home Decor product user interface; 

providing a color user interface comprising a plurality of 
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4Vuiluble colors for the selecied home decor produci; 

obtaining a selected color from the user via the color user interface 
wherein ihc selected color includes variations of the selected colors 
including waimfir and cooler altemaiives to the selected color, and 
displaying a visualization of the selected home decor product in the 
selected color in the selected room sening. 
23 (Original) The method of Claim 22, wherein the home decor 
product is a window covering. 

24. (Onginal) The method of Claim 22, wherein the home decor 
product an aiea mg. 

25. (Original) The method of Claim 22. wherein the home decor 
product is a carpet. 

26. (Original) The method of Claim 22, wherein the home decor 
product IS a throw pillow 

27 (Original) The method of Claim 22, wherein the color user 
interface comprises a color wheel displaying the selected color and a plurality 
of colors related to the selected color. 

28. (Original) The method of Claim 27, wherein the color user 
interface comprises color variaixon strips based on colors displayed in the color 
wheel 

29 (Ongmal) The method of Claim 27, wherein the color user 
interface highlights colors that have matching home decor products, 

30. (Original) The method o f Claim 22. wherein the selected room 
selling is a prc-srored glamour photograph. 

3 \ . (Original) The method of Claim 22, wherein the selected room 
.seiimg is a pnoiograph of the user's room setting. 

32. (Onginal) The method o f Claim 3 1 , wherein the user indicates a 
home decor product location in the photograph usmg a pointing device, 
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33. (Original) The method of Claim 3 1 , wherein the user indicates a 
plurality of home decor product locations m the photograph using a pointing 
device 

34. (Original) The method of Claim 33, wherein the displaying the 
visualization of the selected product m the selected color in the selected room 
selling comprises displaying different selected home decor products in different 
home dcrcur product lucutions. 

35. (Original) The method of Claim 33, wherein the displaymg the visualiiation of the 
selecied product m the selected color in the selected room setting compnses displaying different 
colors of the selected products in different home decor locations, 

36, (Onginal) The method of Claim 3 1 , wherein the photograph of the user's room setting is 
a digital phoiograph- 

37- (Original) Tlie method of Claim 36, wherein die digital photograph is stored on a 
digital camera and accessed from the digital camera. 

38. (Original) The method of Claim 36, whercm the digital photograph is stored on a 
disk accessible by the computer on which the method is implemented. 

3v. (Original) Tlie method of Claim 22, wherein a touch screen is used to obiam user input. 

40. (Original) The method of Claim 22, wherein the method is implemented on a ponable 
compuier. 

41. (Original) The method of Claim 40, wherein the portable computer is a laptop computer. 

42. (Original) The method of Claim 22, wherein the computer implemented method is 
implemented on a server that can be remotely accessed by the user over a network. 

43. (Previously Amended) The method of Claim 42, wherein the network is the Internet. 

44. (Qngrnal) The method of Claim 22, ftmher compnsing ordering the selected home decor 
product in the selected color. 
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
